Tux  ScrrxRnvr.a  or  Mswetns.— The  lot 
of  the  sufferings  of  Memphis  during  the 
just  closed  year  is  very  saddening.  Firsi, 
commerce  by  river  waa  impossible  on  ac¬ 
count  of  ice  for  two  months:  Next,  a« 
toon  as  the  river  was  navigable  the  rpj 
cootie  prevailed  to  such  an  extent  that 
there  were  no  horses  to  haul  freight  to  the 
steamers— a  fact  which  absolutely  pars- 
Ijced  trade  and  industry.  The  third  ca 
(amity  was  the  small  pox  which  so  frrglit 
ened  people  in  other  cities  that  Memphis 
was  left  in  want  not  only  of  neceaaary  aid. 
sad  attention  but  of  food  Fourth  ca.no 
the  "  indigenous”  cholera,  whose  ravage, 
among  an  already  disheartened  population 
ware  as  severs  as  those  of  the  small  pox. 
The  cholera  had  not  fairlyr  run  its  course 
when  the  yellow  fever  made  it*  appearance 
as  the  fifth  scourge  within  ten  month- 
Then,  as  the  sixth  cause  ol  suffering,  came 
the  financial  panic.  These  oalameties  cer 
tainly  entitle  Memphis  $*»  the  large*! 
measure  of  aid  and  sympathy,  for  nothing 
except  a  Lisbon  earthquake  or  a  Chicago 
fir*  could  cause  greater  suffering  tli  m 
that  known  to  the  people  of  Me 
during  this  year.

Diaeasn  and  grim  death  stalk  through 
our  fine  dwelling-houses,  disease  and  gmu 
death  of  our  own  making.  With  utter 
neglect  of  the  first  principles  or  sanitary 
science,  wr  rear  hfoWu  stone  mansions  sad 
cutlre  block#  of  costly  houses.  We  lionat 
of  the  aiebltrclursl  beauty  of  out  streets 
and  squflre* ;  we  surpass  older  nations  iu 
the  comforts,  conveniences,  and  handy  ar 
rangriuenl*  for  house  keeping.  Our  pur 
lore  ore  furnished  w.tli  elegant  sod  coally 
carp<  t»,  anil  artistic  furoiture.  Our  w»d» 
aie  decorated  with  beautiful  frescoes  and 
tine  painting#  Article#  of  virtu,  flown* 
and  book*  add  their  (  harms  to  our  happy 
homes.  Large  plate  glass  windows,  vemi 
lalors  aud  high  chimneys  are  there  to  pro 
vide  us  with  light  and  air.  An  ample  *iq> 
ply  of  good  water  furniuhes  us  the  facill 
tie#  for  the  clean  I  mesa  which  is  next  to 
godliin-ss.  Ponderous  looking  slacks  of 
pijies  through  house  and  cellar  apptur 
quite  sutfi  iellt  to  t  arry  off  all  waste  water 
wod  relic*-  I 'he  numerous  wash  stands, 
water  closets,  bath  tulw,  siuks,  etc.,  are  all 
connected  with  waste  pipe*  id  correspond 
mg  diameter,  and  supplied  with  iraps. 
Aud  ol  these  traps  1  propose  to  vpcuk 
now,  as  they  are  u  prolific  source  of  danger 
iu  our  present  system  ot  house  drainage. 
The  respective  technical  names  of  these 
traps,  or  the  material  of  which  they  are 
manufactured,  docs  not  affect  their  ac¬ 
tual  service  and  usefulness.  In  each  and 
every  case  the  principle  involved  remains 
the  same,  os  they  aro  calculated  to  retuiu 
.»  quantity  of  water  ill  the  lower  part,  ai  t 
mg  thereby  a#  a  cut-off  lof  the  poisonous 
sewer  gases.  These  lrup»  are  apt  to  be 
choked,  and  to  form  a  new  source  of  danger 
by  accumulation  of  tflth  or  by  yrceiden till 
obstruction.  Ashes  slid  gartmgv,  bioi.cn 
gloss  and  crockery,  rags,  paper,  etc.,  are 
blit  too  frequently  found  on  examining  a 
choked  tiup  or  drain. 

The  water,  the  sop jtosed  protector  in  the 
lower  put  of  the  trap  agaiust  the  bauelul 
eaiouot  out  from  the  drain,  ia  frequently 
syphoned  out.  The  syphoning  action 
usually  takes  placflat  nigh  .  > 

/When  we  are  soundly  asleep,  cr/idied  in 
fancied  security,  the  impalpable  subtle 
enemy  malaria,  arisen  from  tlie  outlets 
of  tin**  very  utensils  introduced  for 
the  preservation  ofour  health,  for  the 
prolongation  of  our  lives,  fanning  us 
into  deeper  slumbers,  like  the  wings  of 
the  vampire.  Our  system,  depressed 
by  fatigue  and  lassitude,  is  ill  pre¬ 
pared  to  resist  the  insidious  attacks  of 
tlie  deadly  malaria,  and  every  respiration 
Jilcdciis  the  poisonous  faugsjleeper  into  our 
blood. 

Leakage  in  cellars  from  back  water  arises, 
when  the  street  sewer  cannot  carry  off  a 
sudden  iuflux  during  heavy  showers,  or 
Iroin  the  use  of  vitrified  clay  or  ceuieul 
pipe  in  the  cellar.  Clay  <-r  cement  pipes 
are  iu  length  of  two  feet ;  each  piece  is 
provided  with  a  hub  into  which the  adjoin¬ 
ing  length  is  fitted  with  cement. 

The  material  is  thick  iu  body  and  quite 
heavy,  aud  if  not  well  supported  on  the 
whole  line  will  settle,  breuk  the  joints,  and 
a  new  vent  fur  the  effluvia  of  the  sewer  is 
ready. 

Tlie  fipright  soil  pipe  is  usually  of  iron. 
To  economize  in  space,  recesses  are  formed 
in  the  walla  lor  contuimug  it.  ILiuds  and 
tools  of  the  mechanic  canaot  reach  to  the 
sules  of  the  pipe  nearest  to  the  wall,  and 
as  a  natural  consequence  the  caulking  is 
imperfect,  and  escape  of  sewer  gas  takes 
place  Irom  a  source  entirely  hidden  from 
view.  And  our  very  measures  to  guard 
against  the  ravages  of  disease  frequently 
produce  the  opposite  effect  by  false  econo¬ 
my.  carelessness,  and  ignorance. 

No  vanitary  law  i^n  lit  too  stringent,  no 
inspection  frequent  and  scrutinizing, 
to  luruish  protection  against  the  rXVages  of 
an  enemy  forever  lurking  in  every  comer, 
escaping  from  every  crack. 

And  tlie  question  of  house  drainage  and 
of  trapping  is  of  snch  vital  importance 
that  It  should  lie  intrusted  only  to  men 
well  known  lor  their  experience  and  -in¬ 
tegrity. — Sanitarian.

Any  person  or  penutfii  o  vnmg  or  occti 
pying  lo»#L  adjoining  any  highwny,  not 
U-aa  thkn  three  rods  wide,  way  plant  or  set 
out  trees  or  shruh#  on  each  side  of  said 
highway  contiguous  to  hia  land,  which 
trees  or  shruhs  shall  bn  set  in  regular  rows 
at  a  distance  not  lens  than  six  feet  from 
each  other,  and  wifhln  eight  fret  of  the 
margin  of  tho  highway,  provided  that  in 
incorporated  vilUges  or  cities  the  Common 
Council  of  such  cities  or  villages  may  fix 
or  determine  the  distance  that  snch  trews 
shall  tie  set  from  the  margin  of  the  *higlH 
ways  therein. 

And  any  snch  penion  owning  or  occupy 
ing  land  contiguous  to  any  highway,  aiid 
who  ia  assessed  to  any  highway  or  poll- 
tax,  may  cause  to  lie  paid  of  such  a  tax  a 
sum  not  decoding  twenty  five  per  cent, 
for  any  year,  hy  planting  i rres  orahruhs  in 
the  margin  of  the  highway,  which  sum, 
when  so  paid,  shall  I*  credited  upon  his 
highway  or  poll  tax  for  that  year.
